City authorities today said the city had “reasonable 
assurance” that Sierra Madre Blvd. would be opened to 
through traffic on or about Sept. 21. 

Original estimates were that the street would be 
closed until Oct. 8. 

City Administrator Law¬ 
rence C. Bevington said the 
date has been moved ahead 
because Kewit Construction 
Co., in charge of the storm 
drain construction on Lima 
St., has been pouring cement 
in the excavation on an 
overtime basis, on occasion 
working as late at 10 p.m. 

Another- factor was that 
excavation began the Friday 
before the Labor Day holi¬ 
days, instead of Sept. 4, as 
originally planned. 

"The Kewit company has 
maintained very close liai 
son with my office through 
out this project,” Mr. Bcv 
ington said Wednesday 
“Their work and their coop 
eration have been exemplary, 
and I am satisfied they are 
doing everything in their 
power to hurry this thing 
along.”

TREATMENT OF
